Clutching the JLuger 
pistol he used to slay three wom- 
en, he toppled from a tree, un-

apparently hit the driver.

David Zock, 19, of Oil City. Re 


suffered a possible "skull fracture. 
Part of his scalp was peeled back, 
his left shoulder was bruised and 
he suffered contusions when he fell 
on the pavement and skidded; 


Jack Eugene Burt, 18, of Oil 


City, RD 1. Young Burt suffered 
a possible fractured left clavicle, 
an injury to- his right knee and leg 
abrasions. 


In the cab of the truck were: 
Lawrence Archer, 
30, of, Oil 


City, Mounted Route 4, the driver. 
He was treated at'the TitusVille 
Hospital ^or shoulder cuts and 
bruises; 


Bernard Foster, 41, of Oil City,

State Trooper J. R. Krupey of 


Warren said the accident occurred 
about half way down the Enter- 
prise Hill. The truck was going 
down to the south, the car was 
coming up. Both vehicles landed 
in the west ditch. 


Dr. C. M. Sonne of Titusville, 


Crawford County deputy coroner, 
said Mr. Bretch died of a frac- 
tured skull. He also had a deep 
gouge in the side of his neck in 
the vicinity of the jugular vein, 
fractures of the upper and lower 
jaws and extreme injury to the 
left eye. 


Trooper Krupey said he is con- 


tinuing his investigation into how 
the accident occurred. He talked 
only briefly with Mr. Burt, who 
was still dazed. The youth said he 
was riding in the back of the 
stake body truck when he heard 
the truck driver blow his horn.

Murdered by Man 
He Long Befriended 


Erie 
(£>)—Joseph 
Seyag, 51, 


owner of an Erie tavern, was shot 
and killed early today by a man 
who police said Seyas housed and 
fed for 14 years." 


James Shannon, an off-duty pa- 


trolman who witnessed the shoot- 
ing, identified the assailant as 64- 
year-old Vincent Dembrowski. 


Shannon gave this version: 
"Dembrowski entered the tavern 


about 12:30 a. m. through a side 
door carrying a .12 gauge shotgun. 
He offered a sell the gun to any 
of the patrons. 


"Seyas walked towards Dem- 


browski and asked for the gun. 
'Here it is,' Dembrowski shouted, 
and fired at

Shannon leaped at Dembrowski 


and disarmed him after a brief 
struggle and telephoned authori- 
ties.

Market Value of Real Estate 
In Borough Set at $37,419,700 
School Directors Are Informed 


Warren Borough School Board heard at its meeting last night 


that the market value of real estate for the 1957-1958 term had been 
set at $37,419,700 by the state tax equilization board. 


The figure is used to compute' the amount of reimbursements 


of state funds. In 1955 the assessable' evaluation figure on the mar- 
ket value was pegged at 38.9 percent. 


Most of the remainder of the meeting dealt with final compu- 


tations and payments of year end school bills 


Monthly bills of $4,674 were approved, with the largest single 


being ?1,090 for the tax collection* 
bond and $900 for library service. 


In the summary of National 


School Lunch Program and Special 
School Milk Program presented to 
board members, it was revealed the 
total income during the year was 
$63,285, and expenditures amount- 
ed to §60,055, leaving a cash re- 
serve operating fund of $3,230. 
Last year the cash amount was 
$525 but the food inventory was 
higher. 


Biggest cafeteria was maintain-

ed at Beaty which served about 
500 meals each school day and 
took in 
$29,695 from lunches 


which cost an average of 30 cents 
each. Beaty net cafeteria profit, 
after national subsidy of §4,356 
and special school milk subsidy of 
$2,855, amounted to $2,946 of the 
total. 


It was also reported that a gen- 


eral appropriation of $92,541 had 
been received from the state which 
was now in arrears of only about 
$75,000. 
However, school super-, 


intendent Dr. Carl E. Whipple, re- 
ported the school system to be in 
good shape financially. 


Both Dr. Whipple and Jerry 


Newton, director of instruction, 
were granted permission to attend 
numerous meetings and confer- 
ences during the next school year. 


Boiler insurance was upped from 


$10,000 to $25,000. 


On the recommendation of the 


building and grounds committee, 
members voted to accept a bid for 
soft coal of $5.69 a ton from Don 
Vicim of Clarendon. Also voted 
was a sum of S464 for straws, $112 
for napkins and $296 (plus trade- 
in) for a new motion picture ma- 
chine. 


It was also noted and approved 


that $247 be paid the state for lo- 
cal boys in'industrial schools. A 
figure of $2,022 was approved for 
special services, most of the sum 
paid to playground supervisors for 
June.

Recovery 
crews, 
meanwhile, 


completed their work at the grisly 
site where a TWA Super Constel- 
lation lay shattered on a canyon 
butte. 


The recovery work continued un- 


der dangerous and difficult condi- 
tions as pressure mounted to find 
the cause of the disaster, presumed 
to have been a collision in flight. 
It was the worst accident in the 
history of commercial aviation 


The crews flew out a total of 26 


olive drab colored, rubber tJ'ags 
containing the remains of the 70 
persons aboard the TWA plane 
when it crashed. 


Helicopters landed on a sandbar 


in the Colorado river at the base 
of a sheer cliff below the spot 
where the UAL DC7 hit. Exper- 
ienced mountaineers were trying 
to make the 1,000 foot climb to 
the main part of the wreckage. 


Two sacks of remains were 


found at the base of the cliff and 
were being flown out. 


All the remains are being taken 


to Flagstaff for possible identifica- 
tion.

STEEL STRIKE 
FAR-REACHING 


Pittsburgh, (JP~)—Railroads and 


other freight haulers 
felt 
the 


growing impact of the nationwide 
steel strike today as negotiators 
for the United Steelworkers and 
the basic steel industry marked 
time awaiting talks with the gov- 
ernment's chief labor mediator. 


The Pennsylvania and Baltimora 


<fc Ohio railroads posted furlough 
notices yesterday affecting some 
23,000 workers. It was indicated 
more unemployment would follow 
if the strike continues. 


The railroads, dependent on the 


steel industry for much of their 
business, were forced to cut op- 
erations 
sharply following the 


Walkout of 650,000 steelworkers at 
midnight Saturday. 


Even as the layoffs wer« an- 


nounced, Joseph F. Finnegan, di- 
rector of the Federal Mediation 
Service, arranged to meet separ- 
ately here Thursday with USW 
and steel industry leaders. 


Finnegan described the sched- 


uled session as exploratory, and 
said they will be for the "purpose 
of discussing the real differences 
betwen the union and the industry 
representatives." 


Philadelphia, 
(j5P)—The Penn- 


sylvania Railroad announced today 
"extensive layoffs will be required 
for 
the duration of the steel 


strike." 


PRR President James M. Sym.es 


said the layoffs on the railroad will 
be necessary "to reduce expenses, 
partially 
offsetting 
the sudden 


drop in revenues which started af- 
fecting our business a week ago." 


New York, (JP)—Iron Age, na- 


tional metalworking weekly; took 
a dim view today of prospects for 
an early settlement of the nation- 
wide steel strike. 


"There is nothing to suggest an 


early end to the strike," the maga- 
zine said. 
"The walkout could 


easily run to eight weeks or more." 


The shutdown la costing the na-
